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Feature  of  Issue:    AGRICULTURAL  EXFORTS  1923-24. 
CROP  PROSPECTS. 
CEREALS. 

Prospects  for  the  cereal  crop  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  re- 
main about  the  same  as  reported  last  week  with  slight  revisions  in 
estimates  for  a  few  of  the  smaller  countries  coming  in  just  as  we  go 
to  press.    Morocco  reduces  its  early  wheat  estimate  by  nearly  3  million 
bushels  the  crop  now  being  estimated  at  25,l69,OCO  bushels  compared 
with  20,050,000  bushels  last  year.    Morocco  is  the  only  North  African 
country  having  a  crop  in  excess  of  last  year.     In  fact  the  wheat  crop 
is  so  poor  in  Algeria,  Tunis  and  Egypt  that  North  Africa  as  a  whole  is 
not  expected  to  have  any  exportable  surplus  this  season. 

Corn  irt Rumania  is  reported  to  be  in  good  condition  throughout 
the  coun-try  with  the  exception  of  Eessarabia  where  there  has  been 
considerable  drought  damage. 

COTTON 

Preliminary  estimates  of  the  Indian  cotton  acreage  in  1924 
indicate  a  slight  increase  according  to  a  cable  received  on  August 
21  from  the  Department  of  Statistics  at  Calcutta.     The  estimate  for 
I924  is  12,713,000  acres  compared  with  12,373,000  acres  the  estimate 
for  the  same  date  last  year.     This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  3  per 
cent.  This  estimate  relates  to  areas  planted  up  to  the  end" of 

July  and  covers  on  the  average  about  58  per  cent  of  the  total  cotton 
area  in  India.      Weather  conditions  affecting  the  areas  in  Northern 
India  not  yet  planted,  may  cause  some  variation  in  the  total  acreage 
compared  with  last  year. 
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CROP  PROSPECTS. 

CROPS  IN  ARGENTINA  AMD  SOUTH  AFRICA,. 

Gabled  reports  from  Argentina  indicate  good  crop  prospects. 
The  acreage  planted  to  winter  wheat  is  reported  as  8  per  cent  larger 
than  last  year  or  about  13,500,000  acres.     Small  decreases  are  reported 
for  oats,  rye  and  "barley,  however.        In  South  Africa  weather  conditions 
are  unfavorable  for  wheat,  oats  and  barley  according  to  a  cablegram 
received  August  IS. 

AMERICAN  PEACHES  IN  LONDON. 

The  first  three  sales  of  American  peaches  in  London  showed 
some  decline  in  price  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Foley  on  August  20. 

Prices  for  the  first  sale  ranged  from  $6.35  to  $S.  20  per  carrier 
for  the  second  $5.44  to  $5.89  and  for  the  third  $4.05  to  $4.51.  On  the 
fourth  sale  prices  are  expected  to  range  from  $4.51  to  $U. 73  per  carrier. 


BALANCE  OF  FOREIGN  TRADE. 

According  to  an  analysis  of  Foreign  Trade  published  recently 
in  Commerce  Reports,  the  value  of  exports  of  merchandise  and  silver 
for  the  first  half  of  1924  exceeded  the  value  of  imports  by  $254,000,- 
000  as  compared  with  an  excess  of  imports  amounting  to  $146,000,000- 
in  the  first  six  months  of  1923.    Net  imports  of  gold,  however,  were 
$222,000,000  as  compared  with  $110,000,000  in  the  first  half  of  last  year, 
thus  leaving  a  net  positive  balance  on  account  of  merchandise  and  bullion 
of  $32,000,000  in  the  first  half  of  1924  as  compared  with  a  net  negative 
balance  of  $256,000,000  in  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year. 

It  is  too  early  to  estimate  accurately  all  of  the  invisible 
items  in  the  international  balance  sheet  which  may  explain  this  dif- 
ference of  $288,000,000  in  visible  items.    There  has  probably  been  little 
change  under  the  head  of  services,     Interest  paid  and  interest  received 
have  probably  both  increased.     Likewise,  the  net  balance  of  services  to 
tourists  must  be  about  the  same  as  last  year.    There  may  be  some  increase 
in  the  net  earnings  of  the  American  Merchant  Marine  as  compared  with 
payments  due  to  foreign  vessels,  but  no  definite  figures  can  be  given. 
Immigrant  remittances  were  also  probably  about  the  same  as  in  the  first 
half  of  last  year. 

The  greatest  change  in  invisible  items  has  taken  place  under  the 
head  of  "Investments."    There  has  been  a  distinct  check  to  this  tendency 
on  the  part  of  Europeans  to  buy  dollar  securities.     On  the  other  hand, 
there  has  certainly  been  a  material  increase  in  the  purchase  of  foreign 
securities  by  American  capital.    According  to  the  Commercial  and  Finan- 
cial Chronicle,  new  investments  in  foreign  securities  between  January  1 
and  June  30  amounted  to  $222,000,000  as  compared  with  $150,000,000  in 
the  same  months  of  I923, 
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U.S.  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS,  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1924. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  agricultural  exports  were  valued 
at  $1,867,000,000,  an  increase  of  $53,000,000,  or  3.8  per  cent  over  1922-23. 
However,  exports  of  agricultural  products  were  less  in  proportion  to  total 
exports  than  during  the  two  previous  years  and,  with  the  exception  of  1920-21 
and  several  of  the  war  years,  less  than  at  any  time  since  1909-10.  During 
1923-24,  44  per  cent  of  our  total  exports  were  products  of  agriculture  (ex- 
clusive of  forest  products),  which  was  2  per  cent  less  than  a  year  ago  and 
8  per  cent  less  thai,  in  1921-22. 

Cotton  made  up  48  per  cent  of  our  total  exports  and  grains  13  per  cent 
as  compared  with  35  per  cent  and  24  per  cent,  respectively,  in  1922-23.  For 
"both  these  years,  exports  of  meats  were  approximately  16  per  cent  of  the 
total.    A  little  more  than  half  as  much  grain  was  shipped  abroad  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1924,  as  during  the  preceding  year,  and  foreign  coun- 
tries also  purchased  less  livestock,  pork,  beef,  sugar,  vegetable  oils  and 
oil  cake.    However,  the  decline  in  these  products  was  more  than  offset  by 
larger  exports  of  higher-priced  cotton  and  increased  shipments  of  lard,  to- 
bacco, condensed  milk,  fresh  and  dried  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Cotton  exports  show  an  increase  of  $245,000,000,  or  37  per  cent  over 
1922-23;  condensed,  evaporated  and  powdered  milk  $7,000,000,  or  41  per  cent; 
lard  $12,000,000,  or  approximately  10  per  cent;  dried  fruits  $2,600,000,  or 
11  per  cent;  fresh  fruits  $16,000,000,  or  a  little  over  67  per  cent;  tobacco 
$21,000,000,  or  14  per  cent;  and  vegetables  $2,500,000,  or  15  per  cent. 

For  milk,  lard,  cotton,  and  boxed  apples,  the  increase  in  value  was 
much  greater  than  the  increase  In  quantity,  showing  higher  price  levels  for 
these  products.     The  reverse  is  true  for  most  of  the  other  commodities. 

Due  to  increased  exports  of  soft  woods,  consisting  largely  of  Douglas 
fir,  exports  of  forest  products  in  1924  exceeded  those  for  the  preceding 
year  by  $33,000,000,  or  "25  per  cent. 

SHIPMENTS  FROM  SHE  UNITED  STATES  TO  N0N- CONTIGUOUS  TERRITORIES. 

In  addition  to  our  trade  with  foreign  countries,  commerce  between 
the  United  States  and  its  non-contiguous  territories  shows  a.  steady  in- 
cx^eas,eand  amunts.to  manv  million  dollars  annually.  In  1923-24  agricultural 
pYbaucTs'"^  tne3  aboRifif1 o¥ ^47, 000,000  were  shipped  to  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and

Porto  Rico.     This  was  $10,000,000  more  than  for  the  preceding  year  or  an 
increase  of  29  per  cent.    Of  this  amount,  $7,537,000  went  to  Alaska; 
$13,558,000,  to  Hawaii;  and  $25,929,000,  to  Porto  Rico.    Meat  products, 
grains,  sugar  and  vegetahles  made  up  the  "bulk  of  these  shipments.    All  of 
these  territories  are  heavy  purchasers  of  cured  pork.    Alaska  also  takes 
considerable  quantities  of  fresh  "beef ;  Hawaii,  canned  meats  and  lard  com- 
pounds; and  Porto  Rico,  pickled  pork  and  "beef.    Of  the  grains  and  grain 
products,  large  amounts  of  wheat  flour,  bread,  and  crackers  are  sent  to 
Alaska,  while  rice  is  the  grain  most  favored  by  Porto  Rico. 

Sugar  purchased  in  Hav/aii  and  Porto  Rico  is  shipped  back  to  them 
and  sent  to  Alaska  after  being  refined  in  this  country.    Among  the  vege- 
table products,  the  greatest  demand  in  Alaska  and  Hawaii  is  for  potatoes 
and  canned  vegetables,  while  that  of  Porto  Rico  is  for  dried  beans. 


ARGENTINE  CORN  ARRIVING  IN  COAST  MARKETS. 


Purchases  of  Argentine  corn  of  the  new  crop  now  moving  continue 
to  be  reported  from  our  seaboard  markets  at  prices  20  to  25  cents  per 
bushel  under  the  cost  of  domestic  corn  from  our  central  markets.  The 
corn  received  to  date  has  been  absorbed  readily  on  this  price  basis,  while 
the  present  margin  between  the  quotations  in  United  States  and  Argentina 
remain  such  as  to  encourage  further  contracts.     The  cash  price  of  yellow 
corn  in  Buenos  Aires  as  reported  by  cable  through  the  Argentine  Embassy  in 
Washington  was  equivalent  to  82  1/2  cents  per  bushel  on  August  15,  while 
the  New  York  quotation  on  No.  2  mixed  on  the  same  day  was  $1.37  l/2. 

More  considerable  cargoes  expected  to  arrive  from  now  on  are  re- 
ported as  causing  seaboard  buyers  to  look  to  Argentina  for  supplies  ra,ther 
than  to  our  central  corn  markets.    Added  importance  is  given  to  this  atti- 
tude by  the  restrictions  recently  promulgated  by  the  Canadian  government 
upon  the  importation  of  Argentine  corn  after  August  1.    At  this  time, 
fully  one  half  of  Argentina's  unusually  large  exportable  surplus  of  some 
190,000,000  bushels  has  already  been  exported.

FRENCH  IMPORTATION  OF  FRESH  PORK  FROM  UNITED  STATES 

TO  CONTINUE. 


An  extension  of  the  period  of  trial  importation  of  fresh  pork  into  France 
was  officially  announced  "by  the  French  Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  20, 
according  to  cabled  advice  from  the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  in 
London,    The  original  decree  of  April  l6,  192*+,  authorized  the  trial  importation 
until  September  1,  192*+  of  fresh  pork  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina, 
Brazil,  and  Uruguay.    The  more  recent  decree  extends  this  period  to  December  1, 
1924.    Prohibition  of  the  importation  of  chilled  meats  into  France  was  entirely 
removed  by  a  decree  as  of  August  l4« 

Exports  of  fresh  pork  direct  from  the  United  States  to  France  began  in 
June.    By  the  end  of  July  somewhat  more  than  200,000  pounds  had  been  exported. 
Prospects  for  a  greater  meat  trade  with  France  in  view  of  the  recent  tendency 
in  that  country  to  remote  restrictions  and  to  import  increasingly  of  meats  were 
discussed  in  the  May  21  issue  of  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets. 

PROSPECTS  FOR  1924  HAY  CROP  GOOD. 

Prospects  for  the  1924  hay  crop  appear  to  be  good  in  Europe  as  well  as 
in  .America  and  the  quantity  is  expected  to  be  approximately  the  same  as  last 
year,  according  to  information  recently  received  by  the  United  States  Department 
Of  Agriculture.    Although  vegetation  was  retarded  from  one  to  three  weeks  by 
a  cold  wet  spring,  growth  was  rapid  as  soon  as  the  warm  weather  appeared.  A 
slightly  larger  crop  than  last  year: is  anticipated  in  the  countries  of  central 
Europe  although  the  quality  will  probably  be  slightly  inferior.

ITALIAN  HEMP. 


Italian  hemp  production  in  1923,  the  last  season  for  which  figures 
are  available,  amounted  to  something  between  66,000  and  77,000  short  tons. 
Compared  with  the  55,000  short  tons  of  1922,  this  shows  a  gain  of  at  least 
twenty  per  cent,  "but  the  highest  figure  for  1923  is  still  about  18  per  cent 
below  the  average  yield  of  94,200  short  tons  for  the  years  1911-22. 

The  American  Consul  at  Florence,  Joseph  Emerson  Haven,  reports  that 
domestic  needs  are  estimated  at  between  33,000  and  38,000  short  tons,  leav- 
ing an  export  minimum  of  28,000  short  tons,  with  the  possibility  of  more 
Tseing  available.     Italian  export  statistics  do  not  show  as  yet  how  close  to 
that  estimate  actual  shipments  have  come.     It  is  known,  however,  that  from 
1921  to  early  in  1923  the  Italian  hemp  market  was  dull.    Both  growers  and 
dealers  held  their  stocks  for  better  prices,  stocks  at  one  time  amounting 
to  more  than  100,000  short  tons.    When  it  was  seen  that  the  1923  harvest 
would  be  comparatively  heavy,  intensive  measures  were  taken  to  get  rid  of 
the  old  stocks  before  the  coming  of  the  new  crop.     The  result  was  a  carry- 
over of  only  some  6,000  short  tons  into  the  1923  shipping  season.  Should 
the  same  market  be  maintained  which  absorbed  the  100,000  tons,  the  crop  of 
1924  as  well  as  those  of  subsequent  years  should  move  at  good  prices.

MALAGA  RAISI1JS  FOR  iq2k. 


The  Malaga  raisin  district  expects  a  crop  of  13,000  to  lU.OOO 
short  tons,  an  increase  at  least  of  about  10  per  cent  over  a  normal 
yield  of  12,000  short,  tons.     The  1923  yield  amounted  to  only  9,700 
short  tors.     The  late  spring  of  1923  and  the  long  dry  period  which 
followed,  says  Harold  L.  Smith,  American  Vice  Consul  at  Malaga,  Spain, 
were  responsible  for  the  short  crop  of  that  season. 

The  19 2U  crop  is  expected  to  "be  of  fairly  good  quality  and  well 
above  last  year's  average,  but  not  equal  to  the  best  qualities  Malaga 
can  produce  undei.-  most  favorable  circumstances.     High  winds  apparently 
do  gieat  damage  to  the  vines.     If  the  grapes  do  not  fall  before  the 
stiff  sea  winds  they  dry  before  the  picking  season  in  the  hot  winds 
from  the  inland  regions. 

Malaga  grcv/crs  find  it  impossible  to  market  anything  but  the 
test  grades  in  the  United  States.     Thus,  in  I923  only  67O  short  tens 
out  of  a  generally  poor  harvest  came  to  America.     In  the  good  years 
of  1921  and  J.92.2,  2kS0  and  1SS0  short  tons  respectively  were  marketed 
in  the  United  States.     The  average  declared  value  per  pound  has  been 
as  follows:
